W ashing ton*—It’s alw ays hard 
to 
find 
out exactly what is going 
on 
inside 
the 
Kremlin, but according to latest diplomatic 
reports, the chief policy framers are 
now 
Foreign Commissar M olotoff and 
Vice- 
Commissar Vyshinsky. 
They, even more th an 
Stalin, according to diplo­ 
matic dispatches, are real­ 
ly running top Soviet pol­ 
icy today. 
That policy is: 
Russia 
must acquire certain stra­ 
tegic areas, such as 
Iran 
and the D a r d a n e l l e s , 
quickly and without 
d e­ 
lay. The 
tim e 
factor 
is 
im portant for two 
rea­ 
sons: 
I. The war weariness of 
the rest of the world and the general d e­ 
mobilization of the dem ocracies m ake

im possible for them to resist Russian 
d e­ 
m ands now. So if Russia acts quickly, she 
can get what she wants 
without 
risk 
of 
war. 
2. If there should be trouble, 
how ever, 
the Russian people w ill go along with the 
Soviet governm ent as long 
as 
Stalin 
is 
alive and at its head. That is another rea­ 
son for speed, since Stalin’s health is fail­ 
ing. He has becom e a great 
symbol, 
and 
the Russian people w ill follow

where. H owever, being just as war w eary

W e submit to you the Public a brief summary of exist­ 


ing conditions regarding the Delta County Road Com­ 


mission. 


The Supervisors upon hearing testimony from the em­ 


ployees in their January meeting of 1945 certainly realized 


the necessity of representation 
when 
they unanimously 


voted to recommend that recognition be granted to the 


employees' union, and their representatives. 


At the Supervisors' meeting in March of 1945 a Federal 


Conciliator having been assigned to the case drafted a stip­ 


ulation providing arbitration for disputed issues. This was 


accepted by all parties at such time. 


On April 7, the Commission was requested, by letter, to 


appoint two arbitrators in accordance to arbitration pro­ 


cedure. This, they then refused to do and verbally stated 


that there never would be arbitration on any issues because 
the Commission intended to run their affairs as they saw fit. 


It is important that you give full consideration to the se­ 


riousness of these matters and suggest, if possible, you at­ 


tend the special meeting to be held at the Carpenters' Hall. 


at 8:30 tonight. 


It may interest you to know that at the Supervisors' 


meeting, as of last year, a secret ballot was suggested on the 


question of recall of the Commission. 


It has occurred to us that an atmosphere of fear and in­ 


timidation must exist when one of its members cannot de­ 


clare his conviction openly in a board session. It has al­ 


ways been assumed that a person elected the County Board 


of Supervisors would, or could, speak in the interests of the 


people as they see them to be. 


Further investigation regarding other matters could 


prove interesting, such as: Commissioner McNabb travel­ 


ing throughout the county in a county automobile carrying on 


his own private work. Also, Larson could be questioned as 


to the sale of equipment to the county. 


Let’s get to the bottom of this! Our interest is mutual. 


THIS IS A DISGRACE 


The County Road Engineer and the Road Commission­ 


ers refuse to recognize a bona fide labor union that is or­ 


ganized under the Wagner Act, a Federal Law, yet, Mr 


Sharpensteen, the engineer, fosters, aides, and abets an in­ 


side organization (company union).
